SEATON has been 
rocked by the resigna¬ 
tion of two town coun¬ 
cillors and the 
departure of the re¬ 
cently appointed town 
clerk. 

The departure of town 
clerk, Tony Le Riche, 


alongside town council¬ 
lors John Seward and Jim 
Pigott came as a shock to 
the town, as the council 
received a triple blow at 
a council meeting last 


Monday. 

Whilst Councillor Se¬ 
ward has stood down due 
to ill health, Mr Pigott re¬ 
fused to go into detail re¬ 
garding his resignation. 


He briefly commented: 
“I can’t go into much de¬ 
tail at this stage. 

“All I can say is that I 
was not happy with the 
way the town council 
was run. There was weak 
leadership from the 
chairman and the council 
was dominated by certain 


councillors. 

“I am sad to leave the 
town council but I was 
not prepared to put my 
name to a few of the 
things that are happen¬ 
ing.” 

Alongside the departure 
of the two town council¬ 
lors, Seaton’s town clerk 
and responsible financial 
officer, Tony le Riche, 
has also stood down from 
his role after 18 months 
of service to the council. 

Despite enjoying his 
role, Mr Le Riche said 
the time had come for 
him to move on to other 
things and has officially 
ended his role as town 
clerk today (February 
5th.) 

During his time on the 
town council, he has set 
out to bring improve¬ 
ments to the town, such 
as appointing a designer 
for the seafront enhance¬ 
ment project, setting out 
to get a dog warden for 
Seaton, naming the pub¬ 
lic realm and enhancing 
Jubilee Gardens. 

More recently, he has 
also been involved with 
providing new play 
equipment for Elizabeth 
Road play park, which is 
set to be installed in the 
next few weeks. 

Mr Le Riche hopes to 
now complete a number 
of training courses for fu¬ 
ture employment as well 
as further his interest in 
travelling, with a trip 
planned for Iceland in 
two weeks time. 

He commented: “When 
I came for the interview, 
part of my role was to 


take care of admin 
processes, leaving coun¬ 
cillors to have time to do 
work for the community 
and they have made a 
great start on a huge 
number of projects. 

“I have had a strong 
working relationship with 
the town mayor, Peter 
Burrows, and hope that 
he will be there to con¬ 
tinue leading the council 
during these exciting 
times for Seaton. 

“It is now time for me 
to move on to other 
things and make way for 
a new town clerk who 
can continue to help the 
council deliver more ex¬ 
citing projects.” 

Seaton Town Mayor, 
Councillor Burrows, did 
not wish to comment on 
the allegation of weak 
leadership but was sad¬ 
dened by the past week’s 
events. 

Commenting on the 
three departures, Coun¬ 
cillor Burrows said: “We 
wish the clerk well in his 
new ventures, and thank 
him for his contribution 
to the town. 

“I have known John Se¬ 
ward for many years and 
the town council will 
miss his valued contribu¬ 
tion. 

“John has served on 
many committees, most 
recently chairing the al¬ 
lotments and the tourist 
information committees. 

“John was always able 
to give an impartial view 
on things and used his 
knowledge of his time 
spent in Seaton to good 
advantage. 


“I wish John the best 
and hope he will support 
us in an advisory role 
when his health im¬ 
proves.” 

“Jim Pigott has also 
served Seaton for several 
years on the town coun¬ 
cil. 

“He was the chairman 
of the Planning Commit¬ 
tee for a second year and 
was helping to produce 


our reply to EDDC on 
the local plan. 

“As I was the one who 
persuaded Jim to stand, I 
would like to hope he en¬ 
joys his retirement. 

“The work of a town 
councillor is voluntary 
and I would like to thank 
all past, present and fu¬ 
ture councillors who 
work for the benefit of 
the town.

AXMINSTER 

At last a plan for 
Webster’s garage 

PLANS to demolish the derelict Webster’s garage 
and make way for a 60-space car park have been re¬ 
vealed. 

The long-term aim is still to develop the site, but 
permission to run a public car park for up to five 
years is being is now being sought. 

Hallmark Estates, the Plymouth-based owner of 
the derelict building, which has been empty for 
about 30 years, describes it as the town’s “most 
dominant, prominent and harmful wart”. 

A planning application was submitted to East 
Devon District Council (EDDC) on Thursday of last 
week. 

After demolition, the plan is to provide parking 
space for 60 cars, five motorcycles and five bicycles. 

Commenting on the proposal, Axminster mayor 
Andrew Moulding said he supported the proposal in 
principle and would welcome more car parking ca¬ 
pacity. He stressed, however, that a car park is a 
stop-gap measure until a long-term solution for the 
site is found. 

Efforts to spruce up the frontage with a mural will 
not have been in vain as the application features 
provision of public art. 

Pub exclusion zone 

AXMINSTER police have created an exclusion zone 
to help prevent unruly drinkers causing alcohol-re¬ 
lated disorder. 

The town was marred by a number of violent inci¬ 
dents in the run-up to Christmas and police have al¬ 
ready increased patrols. 

Wider use of Section 27 legislation has also been 
introduced, which means that police can ban people 
from the exclusion zone for up to 48 hours. 

Acting sergeant Payneter stressed that police will 
come down hard on any troublemakers, and said: 
“Devon and Cornwall Police will not tolerate any form 
of anti-social behaviour and persons involved will 
find themselves being either arrested, prosecuted, 
fined and/or imprisoned. “

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From the editor’s chair 
Removing the ‘wart’ 



IT WAS one of the best kept secrets in Axminster 
for many a year - but there were few who were not 
delighted to hear it. 

I refer, of course, to the planning application 
seeking permission to demolish Webster’s Garage 
and replace it, temporarily, with a car park. 

There was only one headline we could use on the 
front page of our Axminster edition: “AT LAST!” 

The debacle of Webster’s Garage has, unbeliev¬ 
ably, dragged on for three decades during which 
time the eyesore has blighted the town centre, 
much to the detriment of the business community. 
For the people of Axminster, it’s demolition cannot 
come quick enough. 

It would seem that very few people were aware 
that a planning application was imminent. Coun¬ 
cillor Andrew Moulding, Town Mayor and deputy 
leader of East Devon District Council, the planning 
authority, was aware of the development, but it 
would seem that few others, including most town 
councillors, were not aware of it. 

In various columns I have written down the years 
I have always maintained that if Webster’s Garage 
had been sited in Sidmouth, home of EDDC, the 
matter would have been dealt with many moons 
ago. 

This view was always strongly refuted at Knowle 
but I stick by it. It is inconceivable to think that 


such a derelict building would have been allowed 
to remain in such a state in East Devon’s most up¬ 
market town for so long. However, it is pointless in 
pursuing this line in view of the planning applica¬ 
tion which is now being considered and which we 
can only hope will be dealt with quickly. 

It has been stressed that the demolition of the old 
garage and creation of a fourth town centre car 
park is only a temporary solution and that the 
property developers that own the site want to per¬ 
sist with their original plans to create of retail cen¬ 
tre for Axminster, with some town centre housing, 
when the financial climate allows. 

The developers are obviously conscious that the 
continuing decay of the old garage cannot go on for 
ever and have even gone as far as describing their 
property as “a wart”, which indeed it is. 

♦ IN our Seaton edition we report on more upset in 
the town council chamber. Many will be surprised 
to read that two councillors have resigned and the 
town clerk, Tony le Riche, has departed after just 
18 months in the job. 

Mayor Peter Burrows has issued a statement 
which throws very little light on the reason for the 
departures, although “personality clashes” seems 
to be one of the causes. The people of Seaton can 
be forgiven for thinking “here we go again”.

COLYTON 

Queen Street dug 
up twice in a week 

A COLYTON road was dug up twice in a week after a 
“lack of communication” between the county coun¬ 
cil and electricity company Western Power Distribu¬ 
tion. 

Queen Street was resurfaced by Devon County 
Council over two days in January, much to the delight 
of local residents who had been campaigning for the 
work for two years. However, residents were left an¬ 
gered when, just seven days later, the road was dug 
up again for electricity works. 

In a letter read out at a recent Colyton Parish Coun¬ 
cil meeting, Queen Street resident Mrs Johnson said 
it was “devastating” to see the good work destroyed 
having waited so long for resurfacing. 

She put the problem 
down to a lack of com¬ 
munication between 
departments at Devon 
County Council. 

Speaking to the Pul¬ 
man’s View , Mrs John¬ 
son added: “We were 
given a lot of notice that 
they were going to do 
the resurfacing. They 
came along one week 
and it took them two 
days. 

“They did it very well. 
Then about seven days 
later Western Power 
Distribution came 
along.We had no idea 
they were going to block 
the road or start exca¬ 
vating. It seems to be a 
lack of communcation. 

“Parish clerk Liz Berry 
said she was now await¬ 
ing a response from 
Devon County Council 
to explain the confu¬ 
sion. 

However, Mrs John¬ 
son did add that West¬ 
ern Power Distribution 
had done an “excellent 
job” in reinstating the 
new road surface.

SIDMOUTH/OTTERY 

New recycling 
centre 'real asset 9 

CONSTRUCTION work will begin this month on a 
new recycling centre between Sidmouth and Ottery 
St Mary. 

The new site will replace the existing facility, which 
is now inadequate for modern demands, and will be 
positioned just to the south of the existing site at 
Woods Farm, near the Bowd on the C808 Ottery St 
Mary road, 

The new larger centre will give residents a superior 
service with minimal queuing and congestion, mak¬ 
ing it easier and more convenient to recycle house¬ 
hold items and waste. 

The site will be of a split-level design where the 
public can deposit items for recycling or disposal in 
various containers placed at a lower level, without 
the need to climb steps. 

The majority of HGV movements will take place 
separately from the public area, which will further 
enable the site to remain open to the public when 
waste containers are being exchanged. 

HONITON 

Beehive progress 

THE Honiton's Beehive Community Centre project 
took a step forward when East Devon District Coun¬ 
cil’s Cabinet agreed to transfer the freehold of the 
Dowell Street car park to Honiton Town Council at no 
cost. 

It is hoped that contracts can be signed in the next 
two weeks so that work can start in early March. 

As reported last week, a report concluded that 
there are a number of advantages with transfering 
the freehold as opposed to a long lease. 

Among other factors, it would be beneficial to the 
town council to have full control over the site rather 
than being a tenant and having to ask the landlord 
for various permissions. 

However, if the site should be turned over to a dif¬ 
ferent use at any time in the future, EDDC reserves 
the right to “claw back” any increased value, mean¬ 
ing the district wouldn’t miss out from any other 
higher-value uses of the land.

A LONG serving and much-loved 
teacher has stepped down from his 
post after more than 35 years of 
service to Seaton Primary School. 

Fifty-eight-year-old Paul Dike 
retired from his 35-year teaching 
post at the end of December after 
spending his entire teaching career 
at the school. 

After joining the school in Sep¬ 
tember 1977, underhead teacher 
John Morrish, Mr Dike has dedi¬ 
cated his time to the children of 
Seaton, serving under three differ¬ 
ent head teachers. 

He began his career at the old 
school site linked to St Clare’s until 
1980, when the school moved to its 
current location on Valley View. 

Mr Dike explained: "I had always 
enjoyed working with children. In 
my hometown of Poole, I was in¬ 
volved with the local scout group 
and youth club, as well as spending 
one afternoon a week helping in the 
children’s ward at Poole Hospital. 

“I studied to be a teacher in Bristol 
and from there I took up my first 
teaching post at Seaton Primary 
School and stayed there. 

“I have been lucky enough to 
teach under three brilliant head 
teachers - John Morrish, Peter Dart 
and Alan Simpson, which in a way 
has been a privilege in itself. 

“I just loved everything about 
Seaton Primary School and have 
always been very fond of my stu¬ 
dents, and one of my major 
achievements has been the huge 
rapport I have built up not only with 
past and present students, but also 
with their families. 

“One thing I have always said is 
that the children should come to 
me if they were worried about 
learning or anything at school. I just 
wanted the best for all the children 
I have taught.” 

Mr Dike described one of the 
highlights of his career to be the 
trips to Pixie’s Holt in Dartmoor, 
where throughout the entirety of 
his career, he has taken groups of 
children twice a year on a residen¬ 
tial trip. 

Many still remember these trips 
fondly, particularly Mr Dike’s vivid 
ghost stories, which have been 
passed down through generations 
of families that have attended the 
school. 

He explained: “Pixie’s Holt is of 
course a very fond memory of my 
time at Seaton Primary and many 
have said that my ghost stories are 


historic in themselves. 

“Those trips really were the high¬ 
light for me and two teachers will 
continue them now I have gone. 

“Pixies Holt gave me that bonus 
of being able to take the children 
out of the classroom and to Dart¬ 
moor where it’s such a joy to see 
the children in a different light." 

Mr Dike also created the famous 
‘sponsored scramble’- a huge ob¬ 
stacle course taking over the 
school playing field, where all the 
children are asked to get outdoors 
and be sponsored for their partici¬ 
pation to raise funds for the school 
PTA. 

It was recently announced by 
Seaton’s Town Crier that the event 
has raised £25,000 for the PTA 
since it began and Mr Dike said it 
was something he was “very proud 
of.” 

Whilst describing himself as “part 
of the furniture” at Seaton Primary, 
Mr Dike has also been recognised 
by the wider community for his 
dedication to young people in the 
town. 

In 2004, Seaton Town Council 
recognised him for his work with 
the school and local youth groups 
by naming him ‘Citizen of the Year’. 

After being chairman of the local 
scout group for ten years, running 
various football competitions, 
sporting and outdoor events and 
still dedicating his time to his teach¬ 
ing career, Mr Dike described the 
award as a “real delight" where he 
felt as though he had been recog¬ 
nised as “a true and loyal citizen in 
Seaton." 

During his last day at the school 
on December 21st, Mr Dike was 
surprised with a special farewell 
dinner at The Blue Ball in Sidford, 
where all present staff gave him a 
proper send off and presented him 
with a golf club. 

An even greater surprise came 
when a huge crowd of previous col¬ 
leagues, friends and family arrived, 
with one guest even travelling from 
Cardiff to celebrate his time at the 
school. 

Mr Dike was also presented with 
a bouquet at a special school as¬ 
sembly, where a handful of past 
students attended to give 
speeches on their fond memories 
of him in the classroom. 

To top it off, Mr Dike then received 


a huge bundle of retirement cards 
as honour and tribute featuring 57 
farewell messages. 

Although he described it as one 
of the hardest decisions to leave 
the school, Mr Dike is happy to now 
be focusing on his retirement 
where he looks forward to spending 
time with his wife Frances. 

A keen golf player, he hopes to in¬ 
vest more time in playing to get his 
handicap down and improve on his 
favourite sport. 

He also loves to cycle and walk, so 
hopes to go on active holidays 
within the UK and abroad. 

After recently returning from 
Austria, where he enjoyed winter 
cross-country skiing, Mr Dike is 
keen to continue his love for the 
outdoors. 

Commenting on his retirement he 
added: “I have loved every minute 
teaching at Seaton Primary and I 
will miss it very much, but the time 
was right to move on. 

“I really have had a fantastic 
teaching career and I will miss being 
part of a team - the camaraderie of 
the staff, the cut and thrust of the 
whiteboard and just being in front 
of the children. 

“I always tried to make learning 
enjoyable and fun - I guess I have 
just never grown up in a way. 

“Of course I will stay in contact 
with the school and follow its 
progress, and may even return 
from time to time for a bit of supply 
teaching as I have no intention of 
relocating, and love living in this 
beautiful town. 

“A huge thanks to everyone who 
has enriched my life as a person 
and as a teacher over the years, it 
really has been a pleasure.”

AXE Valley Community 
College reached out to the 
local business company 
when staging a breakfast 
meeting on Wednesday, 
January 30th. 

The meeting saw the for¬ 
mal launch of the Axmin- 
ster college’s Sponsorship 
& Partnership Opportuni¬ 
ties concept. 

It has been put in place to 
signal a new era, replacing 
the “outdated” concept of 
the college taking a beg¬ 
ging bowl to businesses. 

Headteacher Martin 
Smith told the assembled 
crowd: “It is an outdated 
approach to go with a beg¬ 
ging bowl. 

“For you to be interested 
in us, there has to be a two- 
way benefit.” 

In short, anyone sponsor¬ 
ing the college or one of its 
events will get something 
in return. 

This could include any¬ 
thing from a company 
name or logo appearing on 
tickets for college events, 
a mention on the college 


website to a college band 
performing at an event or¬ 
ganised by the sponsor. 

The college provides a 
raft of partnership opportu¬ 
nities, including the spon¬ 
soring of large scale capital 
projects like the proposed 
artificial sports pitch; spe¬ 
cialist equipment; trips and 
events like the The Minster 
Challenge. 

Sponsorship deals do not 
have to include money as 
companies are welcome to 
offer work placements, 
mentoring, host visits from 
student groups, and come 
to the college and talk to 
students about relevant is¬ 
sues and topics. 

Prior to the breakfast 
meeting, college spokes¬ 
person Wendy Crier said: 
“The approach we are tak¬ 
ing with our sponsorship 
and partnership is fairly in¬ 
novative within the state 
school sector. 


“We have a headteacher 
and leadership team who 
are committed to offering 
enhanced learning experi¬ 
ences and therefore we are 
looking for creative ways 
to find funding. 

“The College Connect 
Team - consisting of Sara 
Feldman, Rebecca Fevi 
and me - was set up in Sep¬ 
tember by headteacher 
Martin Smith, with the 
brief that a significant 
focus would be on this 
area. 

“In essence, instead of 
asking for money as 
schools have traditionally 
done, we are looking for 
ways to work with partners 
for a mutually beneficial 
outcome or win win.” 

Approximately 25 busi¬ 
ness people attended the 
meeting.

Record numbers off to uni 


UNIVERSITY applications are peaking at 
Axe Valley Community College in 
Axminster. 

The proportion of sixth formers ap¬ 
plying for a place this year is the highest 
ever for the college. 

There are 53 students in Year 13 and 
headteacher Martin Smith said: “85 per 
cent of our Year 13 students have ap¬ 
plied for university this year, which is 
our highest number ever. 

“Against a backdrop of negative pub¬ 
licity surrounding tuition fees I think this 
is remarkable and reflects the growing 
self confidence and ambition of our 
sixth form students. Most of our stu¬ 
dents have already received offers from 
universities." 

This year the college has been partic¬ 
ularly active in encouraging students to 
realise their potential and consider uni¬ 
versity as the next step after college. 

Josie Chipperfield, a Year 13 student is 
an example of one of the college’s stu¬ 
dents who hopes to be the first gener¬ 
ation in her family going to university. 


She said: “I will be the first person in 
my family to go to university and when I 
achieve my degree, I will be really proud 
of myself." 

Ella Marsh, also a Year 13 student, said: 
“Having a university offer provides a se¬ 
rious goal to work towards. It makes me 
feel more in control of my future." 

Another student having applied is 
Jonathan Sweetland, who is hoping to 
study physics at Durham University, 

College spokesperson Wendy Cryer 
said: “Axe Valley Community College 
has been partnering with The University 
of Exeter on the college’s ASPIRE pro¬ 
gramme (for gifted and talented stu¬ 
dents) as well as on the Extended 
Project Qualification (EPQ), which is in 
its second year. 

“The recent visit to the University of 
Exeter of the entire year group of 150 
students from Year 9 is an example of 
the work the college is doing to encour¬ 
age more students to consider univer¬ 
sity as the next step after leaving 
secondary education." 


MP pressing for 
better deal for 
rural areas 

LOCAL MP Neil Parish has 
secured a debate in parlia¬ 
ment calling on the gov¬ 
ernment to give rural 
communities a better fi¬ 
nancial deal. 

Mr Parish says the exist¬ 
ing settlement “threatens 
to entrench the injustice 
suffered by rural areas by 
further widening the gap 
between the funding given 
to rural and urban coun¬ 
cils’’.. 

Mr Parish led a group of 
cross-party MPs in pre¬ 
senting the case for the 
debate. It will take place Monday, February 11th and 
is being supported by The Rural Fair Share Cam¬ 
paign. 

Mr Parish said: “It's time the countryside got a 
fairer deal. Rural local authorities have always had 
to deal with under-funding compared with their 
city neighbours. 

“Urban councils already receive twice as much 
than rural councils like East Devon and Mid Devon 
district councils in my constituency. This trend 
must be reversed. 

“I hope that this debate will send a clear signal to 
the minister of the strength of feeling from all sides 
of the House that rural services need to be properly 
funded." 

♦ The Rural Fair Share Campaign brings together 
Members of Parliament and Peers, on a cross¬ 
party basis, along with organisations, community 
groups, and individuals concerned about the wel¬ 
fare of rural communities, in order to work towards 
fairer funding settlements that better reflect real 
needs.

itive impact a pitch would have on students at the college 
and youth football in the area as a whole. 

But a number of concerns were also aired, including the 
possibility of pitch users parking in residential area. 

Among other things, residents also asked the college to;

Strict criteria 

A planning application will be submitted by the college 
in due course, and Mr Smith said after the event: “The 
college and partners are commiting to listening to the 
views of local residents and will explore ways in which 
the issues could be addressed. 

“While every effort will be made to accomodate resi¬ 
dents’ views, it was also explained that the business plan 
for the project had to provide a sustainable future for the 
pitch and that The Football Foundation - which we hope 
will provide funding - has strict criteria for how the pitch 
is designed and supports football development in the area. 


“The meeting was purposeful and constructive. 

“We were able to take on board local residents’ views 
and we look forward to working with them in the future 
to ensure that this exciting project has a positive impact 
on the community.”

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Mum’s drive to 
bring mental 
illness into open 


AN Axminster mother is taking her fight 
to raise awareness of mental illness in the 
young to a higher level. 

Debbie Humberstone is in the process of 
setting up a support group for affected 
youngsters as well as their parents. 

In a previous interview with Pulman’s 
View she admitted that she too had been 
“guilty of some of the prejudices” she 
feels “so acutely in other people”. 

She also spoke openly about her experi¬ 
ences from the difficult time when her 
then 16-year-old daughter, Jess, suffered 
from mental health problems and was ad¬ 
mitted to an in-patient unit. 

She did so to raise awareness and ham¬ 
mer home the message that mental illness 
doesn’t discriminate and can hit anyone 
regardless of age, gender, race and 
lifestyle. 

Jess is now 19 and doing very well, 
working and studying. 

But Debbie has continued her work to 
raise awareness and support others who 
are affected by mental health issues. 

Along with Jess, she was recently fea¬ 
tured in a two-page national newspaper 
magazine article. 

She said: “The lack of community sup¬ 
port available when Jess was ill has 
prompted me to want to set up a support 
group. 

“There is no support for parents or carers

and support only becomes available to 
young people once their mental health 
problems are already quite bad. 

“Child and Adolescent Mental Health 
Services (CAMHS) are over-stretched and 
under-resourced - and can therefore only 
see those most severely affected. 

“In terms of East Devon, CAMHS - 
which cover Exeter, Mid and East Devon 

- receive between 1,000-1,200 referrals 
per year. 

Pilot project 

“However, in East Devon only Ex¬ 
mouth College has a primary health 
worker. The proposals for this project are 
supported by local GPs, health visitors, 
school nurses and CAMHS. 

“In the first instance, young people 
would be referred via these routes.” 

The long-term aim is to have a group 
covering the whole of East Devon, but the 
pilot will operate in the Axminster area. 

Debbie added: “I hope to emphasise the 
importance of talking about mental illness 

- bringing it out into the open so that peo¬ 
ple do not feel ashamed of talking about 
mental health, and reducing the stigma as¬ 
sociated with mental illness.”

(EDVSA) in Ottery St Mary has agreed to host 
the project, and has put £5,000 into it. 

But another £4,000 is needed to get the one- 
year pilot in Axminster established. 

Debbie said: “We are hoping that once the pilot 
is up and running, and successful, we will then be 
able to apply for more long-term funding.” 

The project is aimed at any young person (aged 
12-24) affected by mental illness and their parents 
or carers.

AN AXMINSTER resident fears someone could have a 
nasty accident if a building site isn’t fenced off properly. 

The company involved, however, says the fence in 
question has nothing to do with them. 

Cheryl Thomasgood’s house in Swain Close borders an 
ongoing Betterment Properties (Weymouth) Ltd devel¬ 
opment. 

Cheryl claims that Betterment some time ago asked for 
permission to have access to a strip of her land during 
construction of new houses nearby. 

She gave permission and claims the developer erected 
a fence close to her front door to make sure the site was 
sealed off. 

But part of the fence has blown off and she claims to 
have contacted Betterment in October last year. 

However, the gaping hole in the fence remains and she 
is concerned that, although they should know better, chil¬ 
dren may climb through and have an accident. 

The strip is, in effect, a no man’s land and leads to a 
potentially dangerous area with a steep drop.

Warning to people 

“It it is pitch black in the evening, I don’t want someone 
to have an accident. I’m thinking of putting some tape 
across to warn other people.” 

Betterment agree it has been granted access to her land, 
but deny any responsibility for the fence in question. 

A spokesperson said: “Betterment did require access to 


the southern area of Ms Thomasgood’s garden and re¬ 
moved a fence to the west of her land to have built a re¬ 
taining structure to support the southern boundary of 
Cheryl Thomasgood and others. 

“At no time did we have access through a fence by her 
front door, nor have any need for such. 

“All access would be from Betterments’ own adjoining 
land to the south and west. “Our site manager does recall 
part of a fence being missing when he went to Ms 
Thomasgood’s front door last year and much more ap¬ 
pears missing now, none of which relates to Betterment. 

“We have tried to re-erect the fence we took down on 
the western boundary but Ms Thomasgood would not 
now allow our fencing contractor to do so.”

Surge in oil thefts 


AXMINSTER police have again urged property owners 
to make their oil tanks as secure as possible after a spate 
of thefts in and around the town.

When promoting the type of padlock last year, he said: 
“It is triggered by tampering and goes of at 110 decibel, 
so makes quite a noise.” 

Anyone wishing more information, or who has infor¬ 
mation regarding the spate of oil thefts, is asked to call 
police on 101 and ask for Axminster Police Station.

A total of 18 finalists 
across six categories gath¬ 
ered to celebrate excel¬ 
lence in forage production 
at an awards ceremony at

They also looked back on 
a challenging year which 
had featured the wettest 
summer in the last 100

A step forward for Feniton flood defences 


A FLOOD defence scheme for Feniton has been ap¬ 
proved in principal and given green status of DEFRA’s 
funding plan - the best status available. 

The in-principal agreement came from Environment 
Agency's Project Appraisal Board. The project aims to 
solve a problem with the watercourse which runs 
through the village and then comes up against the rail¬ 
way track, where it backs up. 

East Devon District Council (EDDC) is the scheme's 
lead authority. 

A spokesperson said: "In a nutshell, the hope is to in¬ 
stall a bigger one-metre wide pipe underneath the rail¬ 
way. We're extremely pleased to see this important 
scheme take a big step forward. 

"Although the precise amount of DEFRA funding and 
timescale has yet to be determined, this means we can 
start on the fine detail of the plan and have discussions 


with the Environment Agency and Devon County 
Council about making up the likely remaining funding. 

"As with any major scheme there are a lot of steps 
along the way, but this has been a really important one 
which gives us much more confidence that a scheme 
can be achieved." 

Tbe district council’s draft budget proposes investing 
£500,000 over the next two years towards a £1.6mil- 
lion scheme. 

Speaking of the in-principal agreement, Ottery dis¬ 
trict councillor Roger Giles said: "Tbere are other hurdles 
to get over, but the decision this morning was a very 
significant step forward. 

"I am really hopeful that the scheme will be delivered 
in the not too distant future - hopefully within a year 
or so."

JOHN Streeting, Rector of the Axe Valley 
Mission Community, writes: The church’s 
year moves on to the 40 days of Lent and 
then from Easter to Ascension Day. 

The Christmas celebrations lasted until the 
Feast of Candlemas on February 2nd, which 
celebrates the presentation of the baby Jesus 
to God in the temple in Jerusalem, and the 
purification of the Blessed Virgin Mary 40 
days after she gave birth. 

The concept of ritual purification seems 
very strange to us today, but it stems back to 
the Jewish tradition that women were con¬ 
sidered unclean after the birth of a child. 

For 40 days for a boy and 60 days for a 
girl, women were not allowed to worship in 
the temple. 

After this time, women came to the temple 
to be purified and allowed to join in services 
again. 

The celebration of Candlemas is so called 
because it was the day that all the church 
candles were blessed and placed in windows 
to ward off evil, and marked the halfway 
point between the winter solstice and the 
spring equinox. I am sure we are all relieved 
to know that we have reached that point in 
the year! 

So on Ash Wednesday evening at 7:30pm 
(February 13th) there will be Holy Com¬ 
munion and Imposition of Ashes at Musbury 
Church for the Colyton Mission Commu¬ 
nity.

• HOW did you come up with the idea of 
Forgotten Paths? 

My main inspiration was Paul Smith's 2009 
‘Twitchhiker’ adventure, in which the writer 
hitchhiked from Newcastle to New Zealand, via 
Europe and the USA, on only the goodwill ges¬ 
tures of Twitter users. 

I found it incredible that our much-maligned 
social media nevertheless holds the power to 
genuinely bring together people on the global 
stage to assist in charitable endeavours. 

I hope to emulate that on a much smaller scale 
with Forgotten Paths, by using Facebook, Twit¬ 
ter and Couchsurfing to find places to stay as I 
hike, encouraging word-of-mouth about both 
my adventure, and my chosen charity. 

• WHY choose the Alzheimer's Society as 
your charity? 

My late paternal grandmother was a dementia 
sufferer, which means I have first-hand experi¬ 
ence of the effects of dementia on both the 
sufferer, and those around them. 

There are 800,000 people with dementia in 
the UK, with numbers set to rise to one million 
by 2021. While it is possible to develop dementia 
early in life, the chances of doing so increase 
dramatically with age. One in 50 people be¬ 
tween the ages of 65 and 70 have a form of de¬ 
mentia, compared to one in five people over the 
age of 80. 

Taking into account that in 2010, 39 per cent 
of the population of the South West was aged 
50 or over, a percentage set to increase, the 


area in which we live is one that will be in partic¬ 
ular need of the care and support provided by 
the Alzheimer's Society in the future. 

• WHAT are you most looking forward to 
about the challenge? 

Large stretches of the South West Coast hold 
special memories for me, so I'm looking forward 
to revisiting favourite spots with a fresh per¬ 
spective. 

The collaborative nature of Forgotten Paths 
means that I'm hoping to meet lots of new, not 
to mention altruistic, people. If I reach Poole un¬ 
scathed, I hope the hike will have been an em¬ 
powering experience. A tan would be nice too. 

• WHAT are you most worried about? 

Angry farmers, fifty days of torrential rain, and 
pumas! 

• HAVE you been doing any training for 
the challenge? 

I've been walking regularly since taking part in 
the Three Peaks challenge last year, with 
Chideock to Lyme along the South West Coast 
Path being a favourite route. 

I recently completed the second half of the 
East Devon Way, an inland route that starts in 
Exmouth and ends on the county border in 
Uplyme. 

On top of regular hikes, I've been swimming 
three hours a week and I try to get out 
sea-kayaking whenever the surf, weather 
and/or fishing are favourable! 



• WHAT route are you taking? 

I start Forgotten Paths in Minehead, Somerset, 
before heading west along the north coasts of 
Devon and Cornwall, around Land's End and the 
Lizard Peninsula, before returning east, passing 
Lyme Regis in around the fifth week, and finishing 
at South Flaven Point, Poole. 

• WHAT will you be taking with you? 

I need to be prepared to wild camp if Twitter fails 
me on the trip, so I'll be carrying the necessary 
camping equipment such as a tent, sleeping bag 
and cooking equipment. 

I'm currently approaching corporate sponsors 
for assistance, so if any companies would like to 
get involved, head over to www.forgottenpaths.

• WHAT do you like about living in the area? 

I would say that the Jurassic Coast is surely one 
of the most arresting landscapes in the world. 
The juxtaposition of rugged coastline and the 
quintessential^ British pastoral interior is some¬ 
thing you’d be hard pressed to find anywhere 
else. 

• WHAT would you change about the area if 
you could? 

While studying for my music management and 
marketing degree, I was heavily involved in the 
grassroots UK live scene. 

For all the politics and egotism, I still miss being 
immersed in that culture, and wish the area could 
sustain the same level of musical community.

The new season line up kicks off on Friday, 
February 8th, and sees a fantastic show with the 
reformed Slim Chance, Ronnie Lanes old band. 
For a glorious look at Ronnies career and the 
start of Slim Chance check out the ‘Passing 
Show’ DVD, re-telling the Ronnie lane saga 
with all the 70s legends. Ronnie Lane, renowned 
for his part in both the Small Faces and the 
Faces, wrote some of the most heartfelt and 
haunting songs of the 60s and 70s. 

When the Faces broke up, Ronnie went back to 
his roots playing pubs and toured circus-style 
with his band Slim Chance, and the spirit of 
those times has been lovingly recreated by a lat¬ 
ter-day version, a melting pot of rock, folk and 
blues influences, with some Gypsy leanings and 
a sprinkling of Motown grooviness. 

Now Slim Chance is treading the boards again. 
Ronnie always jokingly claimed that he found 
the musicians for Slim Chance in the pages of 
Exchange and Mart. In 2010 Charlie Hart and 
Steve Simpson trawled the streets of South Lon¬ 
don and miraculously found three more ex-Slim 
Chancers who were all keen to sign up again to 
the quest for Ronnie's musical holy grail. Origi¬ 
nal members Charlie Hart, Colin Davey, Steve 
Bingham, Steve Simpson and Alun Davies have 
been described as '64 carat gold musicians', and 
they have recently released a well-received ret¬ 


rospective CD, 'The Show-Goes On' featuring 
their guests Geraint Watkins and Nick Pentelow, 
playing Ronnie’s timeless material. 

The reborn Slim Chance deliver a dynamic and 
entertaining show, celebrating the range of Ron¬ 
nie Lane's later music. Slim Chance feature 
numbers such as Kuschty Rye, The Poacher, 
How Come, Flags and Banners and Ooh La La 
presented in a style gloriously true to the genius 
of Ronnie Lane. The line-up has gelled into a 
fine band and become a powerful entity in its 
own right. It's no surprise that festivals are now 
turning to Slim Chance as they represent good¬ 
time music at its very best and A great night out 
for everyone! 

A celebratory birthday gig for Promoter Dave 
Saunders takes place on Saturday, February 16th 
with the appearance of his old band the Rolling 
Drunks! 

They said it could never happen, but almost- 
legendary rockin' blues masters The Rolling 
Drunks are reforming for this one Somerset gig! 
The Dorset band tore up the local live music 
scene in the late 1980s and early 1990s before 
succumbing to the demands of growing up, 
mortgages and model citizenship. With their (lit¬ 
erally) incendiary blend of superfast R&B, lager 
and lighter fuel, they released two cassette al¬ 
bums, a series of t-shirts and all manner of on¬ 
stage shenanigans, supporting the likes of the 
Fine Young Cannibals, Small Faces/Humble Pie 
singer Steve Marriott and Groundhogs' leader 
Tony McPhee, played at Colne and Burnley 
blues festivals and took Germany by storm along 
the way. 

With the original line up scattered to the four 
corners of the country - and Japan - organising 
the reunion was no mean feat, but harpist and 


main mood generator Carl Wilson persevered. 

"I've got a big birthday that weekend and 
couldn't think of anything better to do than get 
the Drunks back together, so we met up and no¬ 
body flinched, had a couple of rehearsals and 
we're ready to go," he says. "It's probably all 
downhill from here - a Rolling Drunk gathers no 
moss and all that!" 

Carl will be joined by original singer/guitarist 
Simon Clay, drummer Simon Lyne and key¬ 
boardist Chris Tetley, with bassist Dave Saun¬ 
ders. "It's Dave's birthday that weekend as well, 
as well as managing us he became our second or 
third bassist - the Drunks' bassist was always a 
bit like the Spinal Tap drummer, we got through 
a few! he's now playing and touring with The 
Producers and quite famous in the blues world” 
says Carl. 

The band's actual birthday is lost in the mists 
of time, but Carl remembers: "We got a band to¬ 
gether, but exactly when that was I've no idea - 
we just worked out the band must be 25 years 
old, half the Rolling Stones' age!"
